We find thatthe steamship Vamva, O.N, €5,090, 
of which Thomas Phiitp Hall was matter, left 
Anmoy on a voyage to Foochow, with a general 
cargo, at 445 p.m. on October and, That the 
crew consisted of 46 all to'd, on the articles, that 
there were 22 passengers on boar?, of whom 20 
were native steerage passengers, and that, {a 
addition there were Chines: on board who were. 
engaged for service on board the ship bot who 
were not onthe articles, That alter leaving Amoy | 
a N.E. monsoon was eecountered and that the 
Captain dectdedto keap close along the land, and” 
{a consequence proceeded by way of the Haitan 
Strata and Fairway Passage, which conrse, the 
coutt Ia informed, bad been frequently fallowed, 
That at atont ro a.m. an the 3rd Oct. the ship 
struck while [n a position that cinnat be defi. 
altely given, as no bearings were taken, nor 
were the log book or chart saved from the ship, 
but this. position was probably somewhere abaat 
ato§ cables W.N.W. of Brown Rocks. That 
alter sirlking the ship was beaded for, the land, 
and abost bal! an hour ‘after was beached 
about 800 yards from ‘the shore, That at this 
time the weather wad falr with’m fresh N. E. 
monsoon and moderate sea. That the boats 
had bern made ready directly afler the ship 
first struck, and that as xcon as she was 
beached all hands were got into the boats and 
le't the ship. That usfortunately the landlog 
was net accomp'ished without loss of ile, The 
boats went through the surf in which all of them 
‘came to grief and 7 passengers, the carpenter 
and three of the crew weredrowned, We ara of 
opinion tbat the ship was. properly found and 
was navigated {na sufficiently seamanilke and 
propermanner, and that the master was jastified 
{a taking a course between Cow's Horn and Falr- 
way Island, and that the rock on which she'[s 
Supposed to have struck ly not marked on the 
chart which was In use (Admiralty, No, 1935) 
and appears to bave been an Isolated’ reck, of 
which no break or other warning was given, 
That the steps taken to betch the ship were 
under the circumstances Justified, That the 
captaln committed an error of judgment [o 
selecting the spot to land, As we do not find 
thatthe loss of the ship was caused by the 
Master'a wrongtal act or defalt his certificate 
Is not dealt with, dee 's 

The President added the following tider :— 
"Y agree with the above finding In general, but 
I desire to record the dissatiataction with which

concar:—rst, a8 to thelors of fogs, &c. The 
ship was fully manned and officered for a ship 
of her ‘i'ze, and we have ft n evidence that she 
was ¢quipped In accordance with Board of Trade 
Regalatlony, which are generally considered sai. 
ficlent, I am also led ta infer that x proper state 
of direfpline was.ma'ntalned on board, Yet, al» 
though-there were only 22 persons on board who’

superintending the preparaitons for letving the

All tho boats got away with the entire crew and

Moble if hea had sold any separated milk: that 
day prisoner aoswered, “If I have sold any 
separated -millk {t would be recorded on 
that papers ff there fe nothing recorded on 
that paper, 1 have not sold any.” There was 
# man named Cho Pep, a milk dealer in 
Wellington Street, who bad been there about 
7.30 that morning and bought. six boltles of 
scparated milk and pald for them. When 
Taspector_ Kemp brought this witness to bim, 
without the Inspector ‘saylog anything to him, 
the prleoner at once admiited that he had sold 
six bottles of milk to this men but had forgatien 
to enter {t inthe memorandum, He explained 
that when he made up the book In the even- 
{ng be would have fond that there was thirty 
eebts moro in cash and then he would have 
remembered acd he would have put in the 
quantity of milk sold that he ought to 
have put In, Counsel asked tho jary for 
thelr oplaion re urding the explanation, He 
had got some additional evidence which he only 
obtalocd thls morning.
